We have advised the printer that the FBI has not given approval for 
JBS to reproduce the poster nor could the FBI approve of the addition 
to the poster reflecting its distribution by JBS. 

In. view of this irresponsible organization's attempt to 
capitalize on the FBI's prestige, no Bureau publications of any 
kind are to be made available to JBS or to any of its representatives 
You should be alert to the possibility that this group may attempt 
to reproduce Bureau publications and distribute them giving the 
impression that the FBI sanctions JBS.

H| Comrade, any general observation will show the 
most optimistic economist Is forced to admit 
unemployment will be with us for sometime. Uiis 
is true even within the realms of a possibility 
of a brush war. . 'Uiere are two and a half to 
three million, that the president sees no jobs 
for. 1 

"•Well what are the reasons or Factors for this? 

“l - Automation 

2 - Increase in population 

3 - Emergence of New Nations in the world. 5 

11 'The Communist Party must meet this problem; 
and we must bring about a situation that will 
alleviate the sufferings of the broad masses of 
unemployed. 1 

"’One of the basic demands is the 30 hr. work 
week with 40 hrs. pay. 1 'The central force which 
must be moved in this is the trade union movement. 
This is the force that has the power and can 
compel those commands that are necessary. Take 
the Negro American Labor Council, a year ago 
there was no provision for unemployment. The 
N.A.L.C. is a key organization and must be 
built.' 

"•There are a mutlplicity of forms which the 
struggle will take place. An example of this 
can be seen in the N.A.L.C. in Chicago. The 
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"leaders In Chicago starts^ a fight against 
closed occupancy. Now this is fine, but N.A.L.C. 
was built to fight Job discrimination and the 
people demanded that N.A.L.C, stick to the 
fight agst. Job discrimination.' 

"'Negro business has a stake with this question 
of unemployment. 

"'What can the party do? Ihe party will not grow 
unless it is identified with and helps the people 
to solve its problems. Trade union comrades do 
it daily. Comrades in the community must find 
instruments to do it daily,' 

"'The question of Jobs - housing? How is it 
connected. When people are unemployed they 
cannot pay rent. Furthermore, the rent did not 
go down. The high cost of living is still with 
us. So when we discuss Jobs, it is correct to 
discus3 housing.' 

"'The Left must have some form to get to the 
people. For example, we set up in Chicago the 
unemployment council. The people elected me 
Executive Secretary of the committee. They know 
I am a communist but they have faith in me, BEN 
DAVIS is going to open an office in Harlem. 

People will be able to come to him for aid. 

This is the party showing itself, 1 

"'Comrades I am going to stop here and throw 
the floor open for discussion.' Unquote. 

"LOLA BELLE HOLMES: 'Hie N.A.L.C. was taken very 
lightly by our comrades in Chicago. They have Just 
begun to realize its potentials. 

M 'I am on the Board of Directors nationally and 
therefore can help shape policy. I have the 
program of N.A.L.C. that will be 3ent to many 
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"chapters very soon and eventually to all of 
them. I want to talk about unemployment, especially 
women. 10$ of the work force in this country 
are Negro women. 6$ are married. These women 
work to help compensate low wages made by our men. 

"'Another feature is the very apparent fact, a 
growing number of Negro women are becoming 
permanent wards of the state. They haven't 
been trained and have been laid off and will 
never work s,gain. Hie Party must examine this 
question and come up with an answer to the 
solution.' 

"MILLIE: *1 want to call the attention to the 

part-time workers, farmers, domestics that are 
not included in the unemployment research. 

If these were included the unemployment 
figure would be much highep.' 

"'I also want us to take stock and point o ut the 
people the very fact that billions of dollars 
are being spent for displaced persons and unde¬ 
veloped countries, but not one cent for the 
Negroes in Freedom Village.' 

"'Hie N.A.L.C. must show how low wages for the 
Negro cuts every worker's pay.' 

"AGNES: «I do not feel very well comrades so 

I'll be very brief. In Brooklyn, cur comrades 
were instrumental in getting the N.A.L.C. 
started. I attended the N.A.L.C. workshop in 
Wash. and was able along with LOLA BELLE to 
get the question of women on the agenda. Out our 
way we have a conference scheduled for this month 
and it will deal with jobs and unemployment. It 
Is called 'Operation Unemployment.* The 
comrades in Brooklyn are very active In N.A.L.C.'

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"Here WM. PATTERSON asked that BEN DAVIS be 
given the floor because he had to leave. The 
comrades agreed. BEN said* quote:'Comrades 
there's a development of a very powerful right 
force in this country. Big business is finding —— 
a way to unite with fascist^ groups down below. 

We must measure this in relation to the president's 
election. True, he has been carrying out the 
policy of big business, but at the same time he 
has taken a liberal burgeroise approach to some 
events. The JOHN BIRCH Society, The American 
Nazi Party, BARRY GOLDWATER Forces, represent 
the ultra-right that is forming In this country. 

"'We must warn the Jewish people, Negro and Labor 
about this growing threat. This group is doing 
everything possible to heat up the cold war. 

And this group Is having Influence upon KENNEDY. 

We have to criticize KENNEDY for not fighting 
this group. What has he done on the Negro front? 
Very little. He has not developed a real fight 
against the GOP-DIxiecrat-Alliance. Peaceful 
competition must modernize our approach to every¬ 
thing. Deeds not words are the order of the 
day.' 

"'Economic competition between the Russians and 
the U.S.A, must be stressed. Economic studies 
of Russia will have an effect on the American 
leaders. The Negro Commission should have a 
special meeting on the question of women.' Unquote. 

"WM. PATTERSON: 'Very briefly comrades I want 
to say we have much to get done and we started 
at 11:00 a.m. If we are to finish by 4:00 p.m., 
we will have to hurry. It Is now 2:10 p.m. 

We will have ■§ hr. for lunch, come back and have 
a brief summary and then get down to the 
proposals.' 

"Lunch cost everyone $1.00 and was served and pre¬ 
pared by the men in the Quldo Order. It con¬ 
sisted of raw hot dogs, hot baked beans. Everyone 
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"complained about this, and the place was very 
cold. Many comrades started to shiver and 
sneeze . 

"CLAUDE LIGHTFOOTE after lunch gave a very brief 
summary. He asked that every avenue be used. 

He caution_ the comrades to be careful how they 

worked In NALC and NAACP, less they be exposed, 

"He felt the main concentration should be on 
N.A.L.C. as far as fighting for Jobs, but he told 
the comrades other avenues should not be over¬ 
looked and used. 

"WM,- PATTERSON again called attention to the 
lateness of the hour. He pointed out that dis¬ 
cussion would end and he would get to the pro¬ 
posals, No one objected, 

"He proposed the Negro Commission recommend to

"CLAUDE LIGHTFOOTE proposed that the Negro 
Commission at its next meeting take up more 
extensively work in the South. This was passed. 
PATTERSON proposed that comrades move every 
avenue available to get African students to the 
NAACP convention. Carried. 

"CLAUDE proposed that two committees be set up to 
work out any other strategy needed at the NAACP 
and Baptist Convention. This was carried. One 
for N.A.L.C. was also carried.

"A meeting of the Philadelphia Social Science Forum Committee 
was held at the Adelphia Hotel, 13th and Chestnut Streets, 
Philadelphia, Pa., on March 9/1962. Approximately 60 people 
were present including the following: . 



"She chairman of this meeting was AAEON UBSON, He introduced 
DAN NY'ROBI N, a3 a person' who was at one time associated with ; 
tKeTpublibation ’N ew Horizo ns. 1 which was issued by the Youth. 
UBSON also indicated that'ROBIN had Just returned recently 
from a tour of the United States and particularly the midwest 
section of the United States. 

"According to RUBIN, he spoke to college students all over 
the country. ROBIN substantially made-the following remarks: 

"He wanted to speak about the demonstrations that took place 
in New York recently. One was a meeting of the Young Americans 
for Freedom that was held in Madison Square Garden on March 2, 
1962. The second meeting was a Stand Up for Peace demonstration

"that took place In the Times Square section of New York 
on March 3/ 1962. Wide-spread publicity was given to this 
meeting of the Young Americans as well as substantial 
financial backing. Some of this publicity pertained to the 
U.S, State Department refusing .to give TSHOMBE (phonetic), 
a leading African official, a visa in order that he could 
come to this country and speak at this meeting. Because of 
the above-mentioned factors, coupled with the influential people 
who helped sponsor this meeting, 18,000 people attended and 
took part in the'meeting at Madison Square Garden. Many of 
these people flew from various parts of the country. They 
also came by bus loads. The main point of the speech at this 
demonstration was to call for an all-out nuclear war.now and 
criticized everyone who took opposition to such action and who 
was trying to promote peace. Even Senator GOLBWATER, who was 
a part of this movement, came in for criticism by some of the 
speakers at this affair because it was indicated he was part 
Jewish. » 


"RUBIN felt that a large majority of the 18,000 people who 
were present at this demonstration of Young Americans did not 
support all of the ideas put forth at this meeting. RUBIN 
said he felt that the majority of Americai people did not want 
an all-cut nuclear war. 


According to RUBIN, the second meeting, the Stand Up For 
Peace,' drew more than 9 j 000 people, who took an active part 
in this.demonstration. This meeting was led by the Committee 
for Non-Violence. It was considered by a conservative viewpoint 
that thl3 was the largest meeting of this kind to be held in 
New York City since the depression days. This latter<demonstratio 
was against a resumption of nuclear testing. Although there was 
no violence bn the part of the demonstrators, the police of 
New York City acted In the most brutal way against the 
demonstrators, many .-of whom were arrested. Regardless of the 
police action, this demonstration shows there is a growing 
force in America against the testing of nuclear weapons and a 
growing force for peace. 




"ROBIN said that many of the 18,000 who took part in the 
demonstration by the Young Americans would agree with the 
demonstration against nuclear testing and for peace. 

' i . ' 

"He continued to make the following remarks: 

"Today there are three main forces operating among the youth. 

"l. The John Birch Society which has set itself a task of 
drawing all right-wing elements of youth under the influence of 
that Society whose program is the most reactionary program in 
America. It is a program that will lead to war. Its group 
embraces the most reactionary elements in the country. This 
group is against the Negro people. . This organisation is 
dangerous because of its great financial backing and because 
some of the most prominent people throughout the United States 
are among its supporters. Including some retired generals from 
the U.S 0 Army and admirals from the U.S-. Navy. 

"2. The second force represents the liberal view in America. 
These people exert great influence among'large segments of the 
United States, especially the college youth. In many Instances 
this group takes a progressive stand on several issues' and will 
lead a struggle around these questions up to a certain point. 

But this group is susceptible to the pressure from the right- 
wing group and other reactionaries» Many times the liberal group 
will capitulate to the viewpoint of the reactionary groups when 
faced with obstacles placed in its path by the reactionary 
groups. 


"3. The third viewpoint represents the Marxist view. As a ■ 
Marxist, ROBIN understands that all problems of youth cannot 
be solved under capitalism. The task of the Marxist youth is to 
fight to preserve the democracy we have today in America, The 
fight to preserve democracy includes a fight for peace. College 
youth must fight for all academic freedom, such as the right of 
freedom in discussion of all viewpoints. What is needed in this 
country is a national youth program that can take up all the 
problems of youth, not only the problems of the college youth, 
but also the problems of the working class youthas well. 



* 
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"There are more than two million unemployed youth of the 
working class who now haVe no other activity except to hang 
on street corners. Many of these youth drop out of high 
school for the purpose of finding Jobs that do not exist. 

The high schools are not supposed to prepare a youth to earn 
a livings A college education or a technical school education 
is necessary today If the youth are to be qualified to work 
In a period of automation and other technical developments. 

"In his trip across the country where ROBIN spoke before 
various college clubs, he initially found that some of the 
■meetings were not well attended. Some of the people who 
were'arranging these meetings asked him how they should advertise 
such meetings. He told them to advertise him as a man who 
J. EDGAR HOOVER, head of the FBI, says is most dangerous to the 
youth of this country. After RUBIN was advertised in this 
manner, it was found that such advertising helped to increase 
the attendance and stimulate the meetings which he addressed 
around the country. RUBIN felt maybe It was because the youth 
were curious to see what he looked like or wanted to know what 
a Communist would have to-say. 

"Quite a lively discussion followed RUBIN's speech, which 

( discussion consisted mainly of a question and answer period. 

Many of the questions asked from the floor concerned the 
John Birch Society." 


The informant was specifically questioned as to whether 
any reference was made In the introduction of DANNY KUBIN concerning 
his connection with the CP. Informant indicated that no such 
statement was made by the chairman in Introducing DANNY RUBIN.

has ever' heard spoken by leaders'of any'organization 
or that he has ever read in any racist publications. 
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"The ultra-right is for a : nuclear war now. 

"One of its speakers at a recent Madison. Square 
Garden meeting said the ultra-right was on the 
threshhold of coming’Into power. When and if 
this occurs, orders will go out to the armed 
forces of the United States to land in Havana, 

Cuba. Orders will go out to the Defense Department 
to test every atomic weapon that can be used for 
defense. 

"The second group consists of a liberal element. 

While the ultra-right is waiting for a nuclear 
war. President KENNEDY'S administration, which has 
the support of the great liberal movement in this 
country, is moving slowly on several economic 
questions. Such questions are being raised before 
the people, such as a 30 to 35 hour week with 
no reduction In pay, which must be placed in effect 
If the working people of this country are going to 
get some measure of protection from automation and 
other technical developments that have taken place. 

"A‘third group is represented by 'The Worker,' and 
this group consists of left forces in this country. 
These'forces forsee and understand that if the 
economy'of America’is to grow healthy, no'half measures 
will'do. Neither' the atomic war nor' the rest of the 
program of the ultra-right will suffice"for this' 
country.’ ' 'The' Worker 1 calls for the support of a 30 
to 35 hour week that was proposed to President 
KENNEDY by the heads of the. APL- CIO J ' 'The Worker' 
from its'inception has supported and still supports 
the'Negro'people in their struggle for‘full 
citizenship. 'The Worker 1 is a paper that must'be 
kept from'being banned because it is the only paper 
in this country which, in each of its issues, holds 
forth'for the needs of all the working people and 
all'of "the oppressed minorities. It not only 
supports the struggle’ of the working people in this 
country, but throughout the world. 

"LUSTIG said one of the questions asked him by 
the grand jury before which he appeared was where

Mr. ROUSSELOT, Mr. Speaker, many 
of my colleagues have questioned me 
concerning the beliefs and principles of 
the John Birch Society, For their bene¬ 
fit, under unanimous consent I insert 
those beliefs and principles in the Ap¬ 
pendix of the Record. 

General Beliefs and Principles or the John 
Bj£Ch Society 


of achieving praiseworthy ends. We think 
that communism as ft way of Life, for In- 
stance, is completely wrong; but our ulti¬ 
mate quarrel with the Communists is that 
they Insist on imposing that way of life on 
the rest of us by murder, treason, and cruelty 
rather than by persuasion. Even if our own 
use of force ever becomes necessary and 
morally acceptable because it 1 e In E&lf-de¬ 
fense, we must never lose sight of the legal, 
traditional, and humanitarian considerations 
ol a compassionate civilization. The Com¬ 
munists recognise no such compulsions, but 
this very ingredient of amoral bruttehness 
will help to destroy them In the end. 


With very few exceptions the members of 
the John Birch Society are deeply religious 
people, A member's particular faith is en¬ 
tirely bis own affair. Our hope is to make 
“TjetTer - Catholics" better' Profestants; better 


Jews—or better Moslems—out of those who 
belong to the society. Our never-ending con¬ 
cern 1 st with morality, integrity, and purpose. 
Regardless of the differences between us in 
creed and dogma, we all believe that man is 
endowed by a Divine Creator with an innate 
desire and conscious purpose to improve both 
his world and himself. We believe that the 
direction which constitutes Improvement 1 b 
clearly visible and identifiable throughout 
man's known history, and that this God- 
givcn upward reach In the heart of mao is 
a composite conscience to which we all must 
listen. 


We believe that the Communist* seek to 
drive their slaves and themselves along 
exactly the opposite and downward direc¬ 
tion, to the Satanic debasement of both 
man and his universe. We behave that 
communism Is &$ utterly Incompatible with 
&H religion as It Is contemptuous of all 
morality and destructive of all freedom. It 
is Intrinsically evlL it must be opposed, 
therefore, with equal firmness, on religious 
grounds, moral grounds, and political 
grounds. We believe that the continued 
coexistence of communism and a Christian- 
style civilization on one planet ie Impossible, 
The struggle between them must end with 
one completely triumphant khd the other 
completely destroyed. We Intend to do our 
port, therefore, to holt, weaken, rout, and 
eventually to bury, the whole International 
Communist conspiracy.

We believe that means are as important 
as ends In any civilized society. Of all the 
falsehoods that have been eo widely and 
deliberately circulated about us* none Is so 
viciously untrue as the charge that we are 
wining to condone foul means for the sake

pursuit ~Qf" peace, prosperity, and happiness. 
But we feel that the present United Nations 
was designed by its founders for the exactly 
opposite purpose of Increasing the rigidity 
of Government controls over the lives and 
affairs of individual men. W T e believe It has 
become, ae it was intended to become, a 
major instrumentallty for the establish¬ 
ment of a one-wo rid Communist tyranny 
over the population of the whole earth. One 
of our most immediate objectives, therefore* 
is to get the United States out of the United 
Nations* and the United Nalions out of the 
United States. We seek thus to save our 
own country from the gradual and piecemeal 
surrender of Its sovereignty to this Com¬ 
munist-con trolled super government, and to 
atop giving our support to the steady en¬ 
slavement of other people through the 
machinations of this Communist agency. 


We believe that a constitutional Republic, 
such as our Founding Fathers gave us t Is 
probably the best of ell forma of government. 
We believe that a democracy, which they 
tried hard to obviate, and Into which the 
liberals have been trying for 50 years to con¬ 
vert our Republic, ts one of the worst of all 
forms of government. We call attention to 
the fact that up to 1023 the D,S. Army Train¬ 
ing Manual still gave our men in uniform 
the following quite accurate definition, 
which would have been thoroughly approved 
by the Constitutional Convention that estab¬ 
lished our Republic* "Democracy! A Govern¬ 
ment; of the masses* Authority derived 
through mass meeting or any form of direct 
expression results in mobocracy. Attitude 
toward property 1 b communistic—negating 
property rights. Attitude towards law io that 
the will of the majority shall regulate* 
whether it be based upon deliberation or 
governed by pa&sion, prejudice, an d Impulse. 


We ore opposed to collectivism os a politi¬ 
cal and economic system, even when It doee 
not have the police-state features of commu- 
tilsm. We are opposed to It no matter 
whether the collectivism be called socialism 
or the welfare state or the New Deal or the 
Fair Deal or the New Frontier, or advanced 
under some other semantic disguise. And 
we are opposed to It so matter what may be 
the framework or form of government under 
which collectivism IB Imposed. We believe 
that Increasing the size of government, in¬ 
creasing the centralization of government, 
and increasing the functions of government 
all act as brakes on material progress and as 
destroyers of personal freedom.

We believe that even where the sloe and 
functions of government are properly 
limited* as much of the power and duties ol 
government &e possible should fee retained 
in the bands of as small governmental units 
as possible, as close to the people served by 
such units as possible* For the tendencies 
of any governing body to waste, expansion* 
and despotism all increase with the distance 
of that body rrom the people governed; the 
more closely any governing body can be kept 
under observation by those who pay ita bills 
and provide Its delegated authority, the more 
honestly responsible It will be. And the dif¬ 
fusion of governmental power and functions 
la one of the greatest safeguards against 
tyranny man ha* yet devised. For this rea¬ 
son ft is extremely Important in our case to 
keep ow township, city, County and State 
governments from being bribed and coerced 
into coming under one direct chain of control 
from Washington, ^ i 


We believe that for any p&ople eternal 
vigilance la the price of liberty far more or 
against the insidious encroachment of inter¬ 
nal tyranny than against the danger of sub¬ 
jugation from the outside or from the pros¬ 
pect of any sharp and decisive revolution. 
In a republic we must constantly seek to 
elect and to keep In power a government we 
can trust, manned by people we can trust, 
maintaining a currency we can trust, and 
working feu purposes we can trust (none of 
which we have today). We think it la even 
more important for the government to obey 
the laws than for the people to do bo. But 
for 30 years we have had a steady stream of 
governments which increasingly have re¬ 
garded our law & and even our Constitution 
as mere pieces of paper* which should not toe 
ahowed-to-kt and in tag wav of wha t they, la 
their ben evoj ^^ggonalderea to 
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be "for the greatest good of the greatest 
number." (Or in their power-seeking plans 
pretended ao to behevt.J We want a res¬ 
toration of a "govsToment of laws, and not 
of men" In this country; and if a few im¬ 
peachments are neceasary to bring that 
about, then we are all for the impeachments. 

IE 

We believe that tn a general way history 
repeats Itself. For any combination of 
CFiu&CH. similar to an earlier combination of 
causes, will lead as a rule to a combination 
of results somewhat similar to the one pro¬ 
duced before. And history is simply a series 
of causes which produced results, and so on 
around cycles as clearly discernible as any 
of the dozen# that take place elsewhere In 
the physical and biological sciences. But we 
believe that the most Important history con- 
alstG not of the repetitions but of the changes 
in these recurring links in the series. For 
the changes mark the extent to which man 


has either been able to Improve himself and 
his environment, or has allowed both to 
deteriorate, since the Last time around. We 
think that this, true history Is largely deter¬ 
mined by ambitious Individuals (both good 
and evil) and by small minorities who really 
know what they want. And In the John 
Birch Society our sense of gratitude and re¬ 
sponsibility (to God and to the noble men 
of the pastK for what we have Inherited 
makes us determined to exert our Influence, 
labor, and sacrifice for changes which we 
think will constitute improvement, 
x 

In summary, we are striving, by all hon¬ 
orable means at our disposal and to the 
limits of our energies and abilities, to bring 
about less government, more responsibility, 
and a better world. Because the Commu¬ 
nists seek, always and everywhere, to being 
about more government, less Individual re¬ 
sponsibility, and a completely amoral world, 
we would have to oppose them at every turn, 
even on the philosophical level. Because 


they are seeking through a gigantically or¬ 
ganized conspiracy to destroy all apposition, 
wc must fight them even more aggressively 
on the plane of action. But our struggle 
with the Communists, while the most urgent 
and important task before u& today, Is 
basically only incidental to our more im¬ 
portant long-range and constructive pur¬ 
poses, For that very reason wc are likely to 
be more effective against the Communista 
than If we were merely an ad boc group seek¬ 
ing to expose and destroy so huge and power¬ 
ful a gang of criminals. In organization, 
dedication, and purpose we offer a new form 
of opposition to the Communists which they 
have not faced In any other Country. We 
have tried to raise a standard to which the 
wise and the honest can repair. We wel¬ 
come all honorable allies In this present 
unceasing war. And we hope that once tney 
and we and millions like us have won a deci¬ 
sive victory at last, many of these same alii as 
will Join us Id our long look toward the 
future.

Mr. ROUSSELOT, Mr. Speaker, the 
Efficiency Research Bureau* a private 
investigating firm, has completed a 
thorough investigation of the John Birch 
Society in Orange County, Calif. Find¬ 
ings of the Bureau are reported in the 
March Ifi62 T issue of the Santa Ana 
Register, a newspaper published in 
Orange County. I believe the findings 
will be of Interest to my colleagues, tin¬ 
der unanimous consent I place the report 
which appeared in the Register in the 
Appendix of the C owe sessional Re cor p. 
The report follows: 

John Birch Society Investigated 
A private Investigating firm, Efficiency Re¬ 
search Bureau, BOO South Harbor Boulevard, 
Anaheim, conducted a thorough investiga¬ 
tion of the Jolm Birch Society in Orange 
County, CftUf, Efilclency Research Bureau

A five-man team of Investigators, Including 
a Negro clergyman, sat In on numerous Birch 
meetings and accumulated a wealth of data 
on the organization and its operation, The 
following are the 14 conclusions to which 
the investigating team came, based upon 
their extensive research: 

1, Many of the allegations add rumors 
ag&lnet the John Birch Society could not he 
supported by fact. 

2 + The John Birch Society is an antt-Com- 
muntet movement open to anyone ini created 
in Jot nine or attending meetings. 

3. It's not a secret organization, but rather 
groups meeting for discussion of views and 
ways tn which to fight the international 
Communist conspiracy. 

4. The majority of John Birch society 
members dotTt support or agree with many 
of the statements of Robert Welch, the 00 - 
ctety's founder; they seldom disagree with 
him on policy. 

5. Each chapter i@ Independent and each 
member cooperates with chapter. State and 
national view# according to the dictate & of 
his own conscience. 

6. Efficiency Research Bureau Investigators 
attending these meeting# have found groups 
a# email as 15 and as large as 69 at a 
single meeting. About 15 seemed to be 
preferred, 

T All indications show that the John 
Birch Society anti-Communist movement la 
growing continuously and steadily. 


0. Utilizing both white and colored in¬ 
vestigators, It was learned the John Birch 
Society Isn't anti-Semitic, anti-Negro, or 
anti any religious group. That they. In fact, 
have chapters comprised entirely of colored 
membership. Also, it was found John Birch 
Society hae Jew 15 b members on the national 
advisory council. 

9. Investigators found no evidence of vio¬ 
lence or unlawful activity engaged in by 
the John Birch Society. 

10. investigators did learn that there were 
Individuals who carried personal prejudices 
with them into the organization. It was 
learned John Birch Society work# to Isolate 
persons with such prejudice. If a whole 
chapter Is found to share certain prejudices 
the ares coordinators try to disseminate such 
groups. 

11. Investigators learned there la a John 
Birch Society major coordinator for Orange, 
Lob Angeles and Ban Bernardino counties 
and he haa two coordinator* directly under 
him, 

12. Investigatore eatpacted to find a dic¬ 
tatorship and didn't find it, 

13. The society as a whole works very 
hard to make sure that Joti r* Birch Society 
isn't need as a vehicle to promote preju¬ 
dices, 

14. investigative work included checking 
out documented Information by factfinding 
groups, which is used as a baste for soma John 
Birch Society work.

In it, the Society traces its 
history and explains some of 
its views, including the pro- 
posed impeachment of Chief 
Justice Earl Warren of the

It briefly outlines Robert 
Welch, founder of the Society, 
who has attached as Commu¬ 
nist or pro-Communist Amer¬ 
ican leaders such as Gen. 
Dwight D* Eisenhower. 

The Society has^said that 
it is above political strife 
and concerned only with the 
"international Communist 
conspiracy." 

In his county address, 
Thomson dealt at length with 
'the Federal Bureau of In- | 


vestigation and its director J. 
Edgar Hoover, who he call¬ 
ed "the last great bullwark 
against communism." 

NOT INFILTRATED 

Thomson said the only of¬ 
fice in Washington that has 
not been Communist infil¬ 
trated is the FBI. 

Reference was made to the 
recent episode involving Hoov¬ 
er and Dr. Martin Luther 
King, integrationist leader. 

"He (Hoover) was gentle 
about what he said/’ Thom¬ 
son said, "If he ever told the 
truth, the lid would blow off. 

"When J, Edgar Hoover 
goes, the last great bulwark 
against communism has gone 
down. 

"I won f t be loo surprised to 
see it go down in a year/' 
Thomson said an example 
of the Communist movement 
is the attempt now "to break 
down police morale through¬ 
out the country. 

"The Chester thing is an 
example of this," he said, 
“It’s another way the Com¬ 
munists are moving ahead. 

"Those police were acting 
in the most sensible manner 
they could," i 

'CAN’T HANDLE RIOTS' 

Thomson said he was told 
that Philadelphia police have 
such orders that they can’t 
handle civil riots such as 
erupted this summer. 

Turning to the country’s 
newspapers, Thomson said 
many have given the Com¬ 
munist - inspired movement 


every help possible.

been completely prostituted,"

This use of mere news stories 
to validate FBI release of raw, unjudicated, data from 
its files on anyone was scored by the Professional Club 
heavily as the most Insupportable web of action. 

"The attack on the left is also an attack on the DuBols 
Clubs. 

"Efforts should be exerted to trace and record the exact 
transcription that has been voiced on the telephone recordings 
sponsored by the ultra-right. These are red-baiting 'messages'

'Destroyed Any Good 1 

"The society has destroyed 
any good it can reasonably hope 
to accomplish in the foreseeable 
future by overstating its posi¬ 
tions/ 1 Longstreth said. “Wher¬ 
ever the society takes an overt 
stand in support of a candidate, 
It is apt to do him more harm 
than good, 

“Whether this is because the

"Various columnists wrote that particular week about 
the horrors of ’escalating 1 the war. In fact, the 
New York Times after careful thought editorialized 
that President Johnson couldn't escalate the war 
because he promised two months ago that he wouldn't.

One couple got up and walked 
out. This gave me the courage I needed and my husband and I left. 

'Chile we were leaving they were asking for a donation of 250 and tills 
would make you a fighting member, 

I do not know who or what they represent but these are not American 
citizens in my way of thinking. For whatev .r it is worth I ha>/e let 
you know about their operations. 

Hy husband said this reminded him of when he was a child in Germany 
and Hitler started the book burning. I do not believe in any censor¬ 
ship but some things should not be made so available to children. The 
parents should do any censoring that is needed. 

I hope you do not think I am a nut for writing but I just felt they 
sliou* d be reported to someone, I know this is a free country but ail 
those people agreed with him.

Gentlemen; 

A man sitting next to me at work about two months ago gave me a speech given 
by someone in Congress and reprinted in the Qongressional Record. It called Martin 
Luther King a Communist, mentioned immoral incidents on the Selma march, and I 
think also spoke against restrictions on guns. I skimmed through it, handed it 
back saying that everyone knows you cannot trust what is said in Congress as the 
speakers cannot be sued for libel. He said "Where there‘s smoke, there’s fire." 

I said, "you need proof when you call someone a Communist and can’t spray accusations 
around like John Welch." "I have friends who are John Birchers." I said I was in 
favor of restrictions on guns, he thought you needed them "to protect yoursfefcf." 
From the above I suspected he was a John Bircher, although I don't like to spray 
accusations around without proof. lie told me he had documentary proof of Dr* 
king’s communism. About a week later he came in with "It’s Very Simple (The True 
Story of Civil Rights,")by Alan Stung published by Western Islands, 395 Concord Ave, 
Belmont, Massachusetts 02178. 

I still have the book which I can only stand m small bits. I want to refute 
it point by point. There are two things that bother me. When he gave it to me, 
he asked for uy name and address,which I gave him with some misgivings* I said, 
"Don’t use it in anyway. I get entirely too much direct mail and I don’t want to 
be on a mailing list unless I approve of the cause." Be said he only wanted to keep 
track of his books* While I still had the book he gave a woman friend of mine, a 
copy of the same book and got her name and address. I am very much afraid that ve 
are on a list* 

I consider this hate literature and would like to know who is behind it. Do 
you have any information on it? The man gave me yesterday, "St. Augustine, Rape 
of An Ancient City," which appeared in American Opinion, edited by Robert VTelch, 
so I do think he belongs to John Birch, but I thought the book might be worse. 

I don't consider him dangerous particularly, as he is rather colorless, active 
in church* X do want to report the book, which X will soon hand back with iqy

There is another question, "Are you in full agreement 
with the principles of The John Birch Society?" followed by 
spaces for answers of "Yes" or "No" and "If No, what are your 
reservations ?"

back. The Agent attempted several tiroes to call| |at 

the number given but received no answer. 

On 2/10/66 a different representative of the Shalom 
Lodge called SAj|to confirm the date for 2/16. He 
was advised of the call received from the John Birch Society 
representative and was asked whether the Lodge had used such 
unauthorized language in its release. He said he was unaware 
of the article or the release. He apologized profusely in 
advanoe and called back again on the following day to advise 
that he had seen the articl e, that It did I ndeed contain 
language stating that Agent I I would "touch upon" 

matters of Interest to members of B’nal B'rith such as the 
four organizations mentioned above. He was again apologetic 
concerning unauthorised language of the release. 

The Lodge meeting was scheduled to start at 8:00 P.M. and 
the Agent was asked to come at 9:00 P.M. The locale of the 
meeting place is a basement room of a savlnge and loan bank 
located at one end of a large shopping center, tfhen the Agent 
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approached the bank at 9tOO P.M. he found two police officers 
with a red car and one of the members of the Lodge awaiting 
his arrival. They advised that earlier that evening as the 
Lodge members arrived for the meeting they found already there 
a group of men who did not Identify themselves, but who were 
presittied to be members of the John Birch Society. Ten of them 
indicated a desire to enter the meeting and others were gathered 
outside. After discussion, the President of the Lodge decided 
to notify the police. When the police arrived and asked the men 
to leave they quietly did so. The Agent made his talk and 
handled a very interested and lively question and answer period. 
He pointed out both at the opening of his talk, and in response 
to pertinent questions in the question session, that the 
langitage of the news item had been ill-advised and reflected 
an inadequate grasp on the part of the writer of the article 
(and of same B'nai B’rith members who naked questions) of the 
distinct ions and differences among varioxio organizations which 
B'nai B'rith opposed. {The February iosue of "FACTS” published 
by the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai B'rith contains an 
extensive analysis of the John Birch Society.

who remained to insure that no damage was done to the 
cars of the people in attendance at the meeting, advised the 
Agent that none of the people who had appeared furnished their 
names, nor had they identified specifically the organization 
they represented. He said the two apparent leaders of the 
group had returned, and had remained outside for approximately 
an hour, thereafter leaving without disturbance. The patrolman 
■was astonished at the fact that ha recognized two or three 
members of the Philadelphia PD in the group, 
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By viay of background } B'nai E'rith has regularly and 
consistently attacked organisations of the 3 o-ealled "radical 
right" including among them the John Birch Society, claiming 
that such organizations are opposed to civil rights,, are anti-, 
Hegro and anti-Semitic. A statement to this effect was made 
publicly within the recent past by the local President of the 
Anti-Defamation League DAVID BERGER, a prominent Philadelphia 
Attorney who was at ono time city Solicitor of Philadelphia. 
The John Birch Society threatened to sue BERGER. A repreoen- 
tative of the Shalom Lodge advised that the neighborhood news¬ 
paper, "The Adviser" has in the past received protests from 
representatives of the John Birch Society when they have run 
announcements of forthcoming meetings of the Shalom Lodge.

2, In cases involving Communist purposes and personnel Warren has voted as desired 
by the Communists more than ninety per cent of the time, 

3, Among the immediate effects of some of the Warren Court decisions have been: To 
free known Communists, who had been properly convicted of some crime, from sentences 
already imposed; to force both local and federal government agencies to re-employ, 
frequently with huge sums in back pay, employees who had been dropped for supporting 
Communist purposes; to deprive the separate states of all power to protect themselves 
against Communist subversion, 

4, Chief Justice Warren has taken the lead in both the decisions and the attitude of 
the Supreme Court, aimed at doing away with those safeguards of law which would 
maintain this nation as a constitutional republic, and at converting it into a democracy 
—In which all individual rights, minority rights, and property rights would be completely 

subject to the whims and views of demagogues temporarily in power* 

v 

J. Chief Justice Warren has been accused by his fellow Justices of the Supreme Court, 
in various dissenting opinions, of many different usurpations of power; and of invasions 
of the Constitutionally guaranteed rights of private citizens, of states, and of Congress. 
These violations of the Constitution by a Supreme Court Justice are certainly impeach¬ 
able offenses. 

6> Many of the Warren Court decisions, which he has written or in which he has con¬ 
curred, have given aid and comfort to our Communist enemies. This is unmistakably 
proved by the actions of the Communists themselves. After the infamous “Red Monday 11 
decisions, on June 17, 1957 , a leading Communist on the West Coast exulted: "This is 
the greatest victory the Communist Party ever had.” And in September, 1957, the 
Communists held a rally in New York “To pay honor to the U, S. Supreme Court and 
its recent decisions,” and to “Hit out at attempts to undo the decisions. 11 

Considering the incredible distortions of law, precedent, and justice required to 
make such decisions, and the gaping holes which those decisions have punched in the 
Constitution of the United States, it is entirely proper for the Congress of the United 
States to make formal inquiry as to whether the Chief Justice should be removed from 
his position. It may be advisable for the power to perpetrate such dangerous mischief to 
be taken out of his hands—-and for a warning thus to be issued to other Supreme Court 
Justices of the present and die future.

merely giving effect to what it may deem desirable; 

We may expea the question as to what can be accomplished 
by the report of this committee or by resolutions adopted in 
conformity with it. Most certainly some will say that nothing 
expressed here would deter a member or group of members 
of an independent judiciary from pursuing a planned course, 
Let us grant that this may be true. The value of a firm state¬ 
ment by us lies in the fact that we speak as members of all the 
state appellate courts with a background of many years' ex¬ 
perience in the determination of thosuands of cases of all 
kinds. Surely there are those who will respect a declaration of 
what we believe. And it just could be true that our statement 
might serve as an encouragement to those members of an in¬

Apparently He vis proud of being a Commu¬ 
nist* He didn't try ro hide it. 

An AP photograph depicted the handcuffed 
assassin defiantly giving the upraised clenched 
fist salute, which is the Communist symbol of 
the triumph of Marxism by re volutin nary vio¬ 
lence. 

After his arrest, investigation revealed the 
sinister background of the Communist assassin: 
Lee Oswald in September, 1959i defected to 
the Soviet Union arriving in Moscow on October 
15, 1959* Soon after his arrival, he petitioned 
the Supreme Soviet for Soviet citizenship. On 
November 2, I959 r Lee Oswald signed an affi¬ 
davit which stated: 

[ affirm ttmt my allegiance is to the Soviet 

Socialist Republic. 

During his stay in the Soviet Union, al¬ 
though denied Soviet citizenship, Oswald was 
permitted to travel freely within Russia, a cov¬ 
eted privilege in that police state. He appar¬ 
ently was able to obtain employment in Russia, 
which is only possible with the approval of the 
Soviet government. 

During his stay he married a Russian girl, 
[a early 1962, when Oswald decided he wished 
| to return to the United States, he had no 
trouble in getting bis wife and child out of the 
j Soviet Union — a most unusual occurrence, 
i And, even though having renounced his U.S, 
citizenship, the U-5, Embassy in Moscow not 
only provided him with passports Tor himself 
Hint bis Russian wife and child, hut gave him 
#435-71 for travelling expensed. 

One can only wander how Oswald occupied

himself while in the Soviet Union. In this con¬ 
nection, it is interesting to note that accord¬ 
ing to a cblurnn by Allen and Scott of Novem¬ 
ber 29.

A question arises: Did Lee Oswald attend 
a school for assassins during his more than 
two-year stay in the Soviet Union? 

Early in 1963* Oswald turned up in New 
Orleans and locally promoted the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee, a pro-Castro outfit. 
Sometime prior to September 26, 1963, the 
exact time is not known, Oswald .moved to 
Dallas and continued to promote rhe Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee. By joining this pro-Cos. 
tro organ!sotlon, Oswold octuolly wos working 
for Communist Castro, one of his original pur¬ 
poses. (When he was in Moscow in 1959, he 
told Soviet authorities that he wanted to go to 
Cuba to fight on the side of Fidel Castro.) 

The Fair Play for Cuba Committee, with 
offices in New York City, was born in April 
I960. After a 14-mouth probe the Senate Inter¬ 
nal Security Subcommittee labelled the Fair 
Play for Cuba Committee a Communist front. 
In its investigation it also discovered rhar the 
Committee hnd received funds from the Castro 
regime. F.B.l. Director J. Edgar Hoover stated 
the Fair Play for Cuba Committee had been 
"heavily infiltrated by the Communist Party." 

And yet. Attorney General Robert Kennedy 
refused to place the name of the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee on the Attorney General’s list 
of sobversive organizations.

The average American citizen uninformed of 
the implications of the Supreme Court's deci¬ 
sions during recent years may well wonder why, 
with duly established congressional investiga¬ 
ting committees, Communists are still free to 
roam at will and plot the overthrow of the U.S. 
Government. Even a brief examination of the 
Supreme Court's decisions involving the issue 
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of Communism gives the appalling answer. 

The May, 1959, issue o( NATIONAL RE PUB- 

LIC magazine contains an article by Congress¬ 
man Wint Smith in which he refers to 17 de¬ 
cisions of the Supreme Court during the month 
of June, 1957. Declared Congressman Smith: 

All 17 of these decision* put the arm of 
judicial protection nriund American Com¬ 
munists. 

The Supreme Court, by its actions, has be¬ 
come an ally of the Communist conspiracy. 
As the result of its pro-Communist rulings: 

(1) Thc anti-sedition acts in 42 States, Alas¬ 
ka and Hawaii cannot be enforced. (Pennsyl¬ 
vania vs. Steve Nelson) 

(2) Advocating forcible overthrow of the 
U.S. Government is not punishable under the 
Smith Act as long as it is "divorced from any 
effort to instigate action to that end." In other 
words, as long as Communists do not name the 
specific date on which they plan to take over 
the Government, they may continue to advo¬ 
cate and plot. \Yates et al) 

(3) Security risks in government may not be 
dismissed unless they occupy "sensitive po¬ 
sitions." (Cole v. Young) la a dissenting 
opinion, three Supreme Court Justices remarked: 

We believe the Court'* order has stricken 
down the most effective weapon ns«in»c sub¬ 
versive activity available to the Government 
...One never know* just which job is aenfli- 

clve.

In discussing Supreme Court decisions which 
have aided the Communist conspiracy, the 
DAN SNOOT REPORT of February 6, 1961, 
states: 

Warren court decision* in auch cases ... 
have rendered Communist* virtually immune 
to Federal laws or control a of any kind ... 
Not,, the Warren court rules, State govern¬ 
ment* can't prosecute Communist* because 
the Smith Act gives the Federal Government 
a monopoly In chla field; but the Federal 
Government can't prosecute, because (hr 
Smith Act (as interpreted by Warren in the 
Vaie* case) ia meaningless.

196l,the Rupceme Court ordered the CftEDflUinist

1961. 

On Match 15, 1.962, two top officials of the 
Communist Farry r Gus Rail and Benjamin 
Davis, were indicted for failure to register, 
bur borh were instantly released on S5,0GO 
bond.
